been ex hau sted, receiv ed little atten ­ 
tio n fro m the new co u ncil. 
Since the 
appro priatio n fo r 1913 has been co n­ 
su med, the new’ co u ncil tho u ght that 
the appro priatio n was still co nsu med 
and carried the bills o v er u ntil the 
nex t meeting. 


The to tal amo u nt o f the bills is 
$ 4,768.09 and inclu ded salaries o f all 
city emplo y es. 
The bills w’ere no t 
paid by the o ld co u ncil becau se M ay ­ 
o r Black insisted o n hav ing an ap­ 
pro priatio n fo r the tree do cto r bill 
when the city had been allo wing ali 
kinds o f bills witho u t thinking o f an 
appro priatio n.

“First o f all the Christian so ldier 
mu st picket his o wn so u l and life. We 
mu st pray ‘in the Spirit.’ 
Ou r pray ­ 
ers are no t to be mere 
fo rmal 
per­ 
fo rmances. 
There is no real picket­ 
ing in this. 
“Jesu s to ld ho w a certain pu blican 
and Pharisee pray ed. The o ne thank­ 
ed Go d he was no t the o ther. 
The 
o ther pray ed Go d might hav e mercy 
o n him a sinner. The o ne pray er was 
fo rmal and spiritu less. 
The 
o ther 
was fu ll o f the spirit becau se it came 
fro m the heart. 
The o ne u sed pray er 
as a parade fo r his pride; 
the x itlier 
really wmnted so mething fro m 
Go d. 
The o ne ex po sed the weak place fo r 
the attack o f the enemy ; the 
o ther 
picketed his life with Go d’s fo rgiv e­ 
ness. 
“We also picket the indiv idu al life 
by pray ing at all 
seaso ns. 
If 
we 
sho u ld picket o u r daily affairs with a 
pray erfu l spirit, what 
a 
different 
wo rld this wro u ld be!

Juarez, Mexico, Jan. 7.—Every avail­ 
able m an in Juarez was ordered to en­ 
train for O jinaga to reinforce the rebel 
array now about to resum e its attack 
on the fédérais. 
Paneho Villa appears 
determ ined to crush the fédérais or 
lose all. as he is w ithdraw ing all his 
men from C hihuahua and Juarez for 
the attack. 


Presidio, Tex., Jan. 7.—Pancho Villa 
is expected at the rebel cam p at any 
hour w ith 2,400 rebel reinforcem ents 
and two heavy guns to reopen the a t­ 
tack upon the federal3 in Ojinaga, ac­ 
cording to inform ation that leaked out 
through rebel sources. It is explained 
that the cessation in hostilities on the 
part of the rebels was to aw ait the ar­ 
rival of Villa, w ithout whom the men 
will not fight with the g reatest energy . 
He is expected to order the renew al 
of the attack a t once. 
The fédérais claim to be aw aiting 
reinforcem ents. 
They assert tha t the 
arrival of some of the3 e reinforce­ 
m ents in the re ar of the rebels largely 
caused the rebel w ithdraw al Monday 
evening. 
The 
rebels 
are 
camped 
tw enty m iles wrest of Ojinaga, on the 
Rio Grande, aw aiting the arrival of 
their com m ander. 
A m erican officers on this side of the 
line who are in com m unication with 
the outside world, do not believe that 
Villa can reach the rebel cam p today , 
as he only left C hihuahua Monday 
night, according to reports .from there. 
He took reinforcem ents and a large 
supply of am m unition. 
The ammunv 
tion sent previously to his fighting 
men was captured enroute by the fed 
orals. 
The fédérais are spending the tim e 
repairing their partially w recked for­ 
tifications, gathering up and burning 
the bodies of the dead on the battle­ 
field. and otherw ise preparing to re 
sist the renew ed attack.

life. 


“ This is likely ,” said Dr. Hurty . 
“for a majority bf our phy sical ills 
are due to rich foods and overeating . 
The feasting of y outh and middle ag e 
means disease later on which in turn 
means earlier death. 
Medicines can 
not correct evils which have been in­ 
stalled by y ears of bodily abuse. We 
must learn not to assault the intest­ 
inal tube if we wish to be healthy .” 


The total number of cases of ty ph­ 
oid and dy phtheria have not decreas­ 
ed in recent y ears, Dr. Ilurty shows, 
but the rate of mortality of ty phoid 
ten y ears ag o was 1,400 and now 
only 9 00 lives annually . The m ortali­ 
ty decrease in diphtheria, he stated, 
is due to the now- g eneral use of anti­ 
toxin which is provided free for the 
poor by the state. 


Tuberculosis, 
in prevalence and 
mortality , has decreased about seven 
per cent.

Some of the most touch- 


ng incidents in our civil war pertain 
o pickets who were condemned to be 
shot because they were too tired to 
veep (lie watch. Of what value is the 
lanoply if "the soldier is not awake? 
Of what use is the chield it' it lies by 
the sleeping sentinel's side? 


'The Christian soldier is required 


to do picket duty. He lives in a hos- 
ile country. He is surrounded 
by 


enemies. 
His life is 
warfare. 
He 


must be on his guard. The safety of 
others depends on the way he keeps 
the watch. lie must watch and pray. 
He must \vatch before 
prayer, in 


prayer and after prayer. But prayer 
helps him to watch. It is essential 
to a proper spiritual patrol. 


"First of all the Christian soldier 


must picket his own soul and life. We 
must pray 'in the Spirit.' Our pray- 
ers are not to he mere formal per- 
formances. 
There is no real picket- 


ing in this. 


"Jesus told how a certain publican 


and Pharisee prayed. The one thank- 
ed God he was not the other. The 
other prayed God might have mercy 
on him a sinner. The one prayer was 
formal and spiritless. The other 
was full of the spirit because it came 
from the heart. The one used prayer 
as a parade for his pride; the other 
really wanted something from God 
The one exposed the weak place for 
the attack of the enemy; the 
other 


picketed his life with God's forgive- 
ness. 


"We also picket the individual life 


by praying at all seasons. If we 
should picket our daily affairs with a 
prayerful spirit, what a 
differen 


world this would be! Men could no 
pray and be dishonest in business

We 
ought to so picket our churches with 
prayer that all envy and 
suspicion 


and double dealing between churches 
would be done away with. We can 
never hope to defeat the enemy if we 
do not patrol our own ranks." 


The minister declared 
one could 


not remain at the alter of prayer 
bearing hatred in one's heart. Spite 
drives out prayer, or vice versa, he 
said, and thus exposes another vul- 
nerable point to the enemy. 


The Rev. Mr. Batchelor also 
as- 


serted the spiritual leaders should be 
picketed with prayer. Better

picket them, he added, with 
your 


prayer than to pick them to pieces 
with your prattle. 


"Bold preaching," he declared, "is 


not unduly encouraged 
these days.

They assert that the 
arrival of some of these reinforce- 
ments in the rear of the rebels largely 
caused the rebel withdrawal Monday 
evening. 
The rebels are 
camned 


twenty miles west of Ojinaga, on the 
Rio Grande, awaiting the arrival of 
their commander. 


American officers on this side of the 


line who are in communication with 
ihe outside world, dc not believe that 
Villa can reach the rebel camp today, 
as he only left Chihuahua Monday 
night, according to reports .from there. 
He took reinforcements and a large 
supply of ammunition. The ammuni- 
tion sent previously to his fighting 
men was captured enroute by the fed 
erals.

In a brief report to the council the 


superintendent stated that an invoice 
had been made at the plant and that 
while lie had not gone over the entire 
ground, he had gone far enough to 
see that many things were needed. 
Something was the matter with one 
boiler and it will be four or five days 
before it will'm condition to be fired. 
He stated that the best well the city 
has, one in Arthur street, is stopped 
up and has not been in working order 
for three months. At this time of the 
year not much water is used and it is 
because of this that there is no short- 
age, as four wells are giving the en- 
tire supply. 
The wells in the Jones 


pasture are all 
needing attention. 


One ow these wells is of no value and 
the Pinueil-Tompkins well will not 
hold out much longer if not cared for 
at once. 


Mr. Mahin recommended that the 


Arthur street well be reopened and 
cleaned, and stated that he could do 
the work as soon as he got to it. The 
invoice at the plant was in accord 
with the recommendation as given in 
Mayor Bebout's message. 


City Attorney John Kiplinger re- 


ported to the council that as he had 
tiled the suit against the city in the 
Perkins street matter, while he was 
county attorney, the city had better 
seek legal advice from other sources. 
The judiciary committee was given 
power to act and will report at the 
next meeting. It is the intentions to 
get the opinion of some attorney and 
employ council if the suit comes to 
trial. 


In building the new highway in 


Spencer street the grade was made so 
high at the C. H. & D. railway cros- 
sing that the people living east of 
the road and along the railroad have 
no way of reaching the highway as 
they had before it was put in.

Jest by Test, Fair Promise 5c Cigar 


(By United Press.) 


Indianapolis, Jan. 7.—People live 


longer in Indiana; tuberculosis de- 
creased seven per cent; dyphtheria 


mortality decreased from 40 to (i per 
cent; and typhoid fever is less dead- 


ly; all as the result of the war on 
disease carried on by the state board 
of health and local health societies 
everywhere. So says Dr. J. N. Hur- 
ty, state health commissioner. 


Discussing the increased span of 


life from 39.G years to 42 years in 
the last decade, Dr. Ilurty accepts 
the theory of an eminent writer that 
the high cost of living of foods will, 
if permanent, lend to strengthen the 
race and to increase the length o£ 
life. 


"This is likely," said Dr. Htirly. 


"for a majority of our physical ills 
are due to rich foods and overeating. 
The feasting of youth and middle ;;ge 
means disease later on which in turn 
means earlier death. Medicines can 
not correct evils which have been in- 
stalled by years of bodily abuse. We 
must learn not to assault the intest- 
inal tube if we wish to be healthy.'' 


The total number of cases of typh- 


oid and dyphtheria have not decreas- 
ed in recent years, Dr. Ilurty shows, 
but the rate of mortality of typhoid 
ten years ago was 1,400 and now 
only 000 lives annually. The mortali- 
ty decrease in diphtheria, he stated, 
is due to the now general use of anti- 
toxin which is provided free for the 
poor by the state. 


Tuberculosis, in prevalence and 


mortality, has decreased about seven 
per cent.
